THIS IS THE Story (Not for Publication) 


After two years overseas, Sgt. Dick Lawrence (Robert Hutton) returns to Hortonville and is met at the station by his 
mother (Barbara Brown), his step-father John Van Brunt (Robert Benchley) and Janie Conway (Joan Leslie), the girl he left 
behind. 

Only twenty-nine days later, much to everyone's surprise (except Janie's), Dick and Janie are married at the Conway 
home. Among those present and bewildered, but happy withal, are Janie's father (Edward Arnold), publisher of the 
Hortonville Times, her mother (Ann Harding}, April (Hattie McDaniel), Conway family retainer, and Janie's diabolical 
little sister Elsbeth (Clare Foley). Janie's former boy friend 'Scooper™ Nolan (Dick Erdman), still in naval uniform, arrives 
just in time for the wedding but takes the surprising news with such stout heart that Janie is almost insulted. 

The first flush of connubial bliss fails to fade despite a number of minor difficulties, not the least of which is Mrs. 
Angles (Margaret Hamilton}, Janie's irascible and incompetent servant. Then pretty WAC sergeant Spud Leighton (Dorothy 
Malone), buddy of Dick's overseas days, arrives in Hortonville. 

Anxious to help Dick in his budding journalistic career on the Times, Spud spends much time with him, arousing in Janie 
a hitherto untapped fount of jealousy. The added appearance of Harley P. Stowers (Donald Meek), publisher and man of 
affairs, anxious to purchase Mr. Conway's paper, helps matters not at all — especially when he surprises Janie and 
"Scooper" in a quasi-romantic interlude, cooked up to rouse Dick's jealousy. Stowers mistakenly assumes "'Scooper"’ is 
Janie's husband and does not wait to hear the truth. 

Janie and Dick have their first serious spat but Spud straightens things out. Janie, ashamed of her unfounded 
jealousy now, tries to make up with Dick but he refuses. 

Janie gives her first dinner party in Mr. Stowers’ honor. Before long the publisher, an idealist on the subject of mar- 
riage, is horrified to discover |) that "Scooper" is not Janie's husband; 2) that another young man is ambling about Janie's 
apartment clad only in pyjamas. He is Dead Pan (William Frambes), fiance of Janie's good friend Bernadine (Ruth 
Tobey) and his unusual appearance is actually explained by Janie's generosity in offering him a place to catch an hour's 
much-needed sleep. 

A family argument breaks out between the Conways and the Van Brunts, threatens to become violent. At this ill-timed 
moment, Dick arrives home a little plastered, together with Spud and four ex-Gl pals. Stowers, tried beyond endurance, 
leaves the party after informing Conway the newspaper deal is off. 

Spud sends the Gl's on their way, then tells off the entire family, pointing out to them, among other things, that instead 
of teaching ex-soldiers how to be civilians, the people back home should be taught their responsibilities to veterans. 

Stowers returns, accompanied by Elsbeth. He re-opens negotiations to buy Conway's paper and offers Dick a job 
writing a column for servicemen — Dick's own idea which had been rejected in his former job. Questioned as to how

And when 
I’m in my Beverly Hills office, 
I’m busier than a one-armed 
paper hanger with ten different 
jobs to do, all of them interest- 
ing. You might say that my life 
is one continual busman’s holi- 
day.” 

When Arnold says that he is 
never in a movie rut, he speaks 
the truth. He has played all 
types of executives in his long 
film career. He has been a bank- 
er, run a lumber company or 
two, sold railroad equipment, 
served as a United States sena- 
tor, and is currently a newspa- 
per publisher in Warners’ “Janie 
Gets Married,” the Joan Leslie- 
Robert Hutton starring film now 
at the Strand. 

His favorite executive job was 
as supersalesman James J. Bra- 
dy in “Diamond Jim.” 

“T sold more railroad equip- 
ment than you can shake a stick 
at,” he recalls, “starting from 
scratch, too. I would tell the 
Pennsylvania people how much 
the New York Central crowd had 
bought —I hadn’t sold the Cen- 
tral a nickel’s worth, you re- 
member —and got a big order. 
Then the Central bunch really 
had to buy to keep pace with 
their rivals. Yes, I was quite a 
fellow in that picture. Big busi- 
ness, fine food, glamour girls 
galore!” 

But while Arnold is always the 
money-making tycoon in his pic- 
tures, his executive duties in real 
life are largely labors of love. He 
is a board member of at least 
seven organizations as well as an 
officer in many of them, and not 
one is a paying job. 

Whenever possible, Arnold re- 
tires temporarily to his fifty acre 
ranch near San Bernadino where 
he raises prize oranges. 

“Tt’s a growing business, pun 
intended,” claims Arnold. “And 
it’s a going concern too. I run it 
as any executive runs a business 
enterprise. So I suppose that 
when the time comes for me to 
retire as an actor-executive and 
board-member-executive, I’ll per- 
manently become a rancher-ex- 
ecutive. See what I mean about 
life being a busman’s holiday?” 


Director's Request
